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this second wheel a projecting pin 
advanced another wheel one tooth or 
cog. 
As this upper wheel had 400 
teeth, a complete revolution measured 
a mile traveled. 
A number of holes 
on this wheel each held a stone, and 
at each turn one stone was dropped 
into a brass vessel, the sound giving 
warning of the completion of a mile 
while the stones collected 
in 
the 
vessel at the end ot the day’s jour­ 
ney showed the miles traversed. 
In the most recently discovered of 
the prehistoric cave art 
museums, 
that in the Frenoh Pyrenees of Ariege, 
the mural drawings are in the dark­ 
ness of the heart ot the mountain, 800 
feet 
from the entrance. 
The two 
travelers who made the 
accidental 
discovery at once sent a plan of the 
cave to M. Cartailhac and M. Salo­ 
mon Keinach, the French] authorities 
on such matters. 
The designs in ­ 
clude 
thirty 
bisons, 
with horses, 
stags and wild goats, ail drawn in 
black, but seven of the bisons bear 
arrows of red as well as black. This 
is thought to be (he most ancient of 
the art caves of the early stone age, the 
figures probably playing some part in 
ancient mysticism or magic.

As the hunters’ license law goes in­ 
to etfect on the 1st of July, nest Mon­ 
day, we herewith publish the full text 
of the law. 


Seo. 1. 
Except as provided in sec­ 
tion 11 hereof, every person in the 
State of California, who hunts, pur­ 
sues or kills auy of the wild birds or 
animals, protected by the 
laws of 
this state, without tirst procuung a 
license therefor, as provided in this 
act, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 2. 
Licenses granting the pri­ 
vilege to hunt, pursue, or kill wild 
birds or animals, during the open 
season as fixed 
by 
law, shall be 
issued and delivered upon applica­ 
tion, by the conuty clerk of any ot 
the counties ot this state, or by the 
state board of fish 
commissioners, 
which license shall be of aluminum 
or-ptirex suitable metal, circular in 
form, approximately two inches in 
diameter, and have stamped thereon 
the words: “ Hunting License No. —, 
State of California, expires June 30, 
19—, ” with the registration number, 
and appropriate year stamped there­ 
in, which said licenses shall be pre­ 
pared and furnished to the county 
clerk, and for their own disposition, 
by the state boatd of fish commiss­ 
ioners, which board shall take receipt 
therefor by number 
and quantity, 
from the several county clerks, «and 
the county clerk shall be responsible 
therefor, and shall acoount for the 
same to the contioiler of the state 
every 
three 
months 
after receipt 
thereof. 
- 
Sec. 3. 
'The licenses 
herein pro­ 
vided ior shall be issued as follows: 
1st. 
'To any citizen ot the United 
States who is a bona fide resident of 
the State of California, upon the pay­ 
ment of one dollar. 
2d. 
To any citizen of the United 
States, not a bona fide resident of the 
State of California, upon the pay­ 
ment of ten dollars. 
3d. 
To any person not a citizen of 
the United States, upon the payment 
of twenty-five dollars. 
Sec. 4. 
Every person applying for 
and procuring 
a license as herein 
provided shall 
give to the county 
clerk or state board of fish commiss­ 
ioners, bis name and resident address, 
which information shall be by the 
clerk or board entered in a book kept 
for that purpose, and provided by 
said'-stato board of fish commissioners, 
together with a statement of the date 
of issuance and number of the license 
issued to such person, and a descrip­ 
tion of such person, by age, height, 
race, and color of the eyes and hair. 
Bee. 5. AH lioenses issued as here­ 
in provided shall be valid, and shall 
authorize the person to whom issued, 
to hunt, pursue and kill game birds 
and animals during the open season 
fixed therefor by law, on and from 
the first day of July until the date of 
expiration stamped thereon, but no 
license shall oontinue in force for a 
period longer thau one year. 
Sec. 6. 
All moneys collected for 
licenses as provided herein, and all 
fines collected Sor violation of the 
provisions hereof, shall be paid into 
the state treasury and credited to the 
game preservation fuud. 
Sec. 7. 
Not more than one license 
shall be issued to auy one person for 
the same fiscal year, except upon an 
affidavit by the applicant that the 
one issued has been lost or destroyed, 
and no license issued as herein pro­ 
vided shall be transferable or used by 
any other person than the one to 
whom it was issued. 
Sec. 8. 
Every person 
having 
a 
license as provided herein, who while 
hunting or killing game, refuses to 
exhibit such license upon demand of 
any officer authorized to enforce the 
game laws of tbo state, or auy peace 
officer ot the state, shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor; and every person law­ 
fully having such license, who trans­ 
fers or disposes of the same to another 
person 
to be 
used 
as a hunting 
license, shall forfeit the same. 
Sec. 9. 
Every person violating any 
of the provisions of this act, [shall, 
upon conviction thereof be puDished 
by a fine of not Jess than ten, nor 
more than one hundred dollars, or 
by imprisonment in the couuty jail 
for a term of not less thau ten, nor 
more than one hundred days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 
Sec. 10. 
There is hereby 
appro­ 
priated out of auy moneys in the 
state treasury, not otherwise appro­ 
priated, the sum of five 
hundred 
dollars for the purpose of oarrying 
out the provisions of this act, ¿to be 
used by tne state board of fi3h com­ 
missioners for the printing and bind­ 
ing of (suitable books and blanks, re­ 
quired herein, and for the purchase 
of the metal licenses, described here­ 
in. 
The state controller is hereby 
directed]to draw liis warrant, for said 
amount in favor of said state board 
of fish commissioners, at such times 
and in such amounts as may be ap­ 
proved by 
the state board ot ex­ 
aminers, and the treasurer is directed 
to pay the same. 
Sec. 11. 
The provisions of this act 
shall not apply to auy person who on 
his own lands hunts, pursues or kills 
any ot the wild birds or animals pro­ 
tected by tbe laws of this state. 
Sec. 12. 
This act shall take etfeot 
and be in force on and after July 
first, 1907.

DISCUSS DEPOSIT OF FUNDS. 


Treasurers from twenty of tbe coun­ 
ties of tbe state gathered in tbe Union 
Republican Club rooms at Sacramento 
Wednesday morning for tbe purpose 
of discussing the act of the last Legis­ 
lature whioh provides for the deposit 
of public moneys. 
They also con­ 
sidered the advisability of forming 
themselves into an • organization for 
the mutual discussion of matters per­ 
taining 
to 
the 
otfice which they 
occupy, so that every year a general 
discussion of the work being done in 
the various counties throughout the 
state can take place, and plans for 
the betterment of the conditions be 
suggested and voted upon. 
Temporary organization wa3 effect­ 
ed by the election of J. [R. Hickman 
of Fresno as chairman and Glen E. 
Murdock of Souoma 
as 
secretary. 
After the various treasurers had reg 
istered their names and the county 
which they represented, a general dis­ 
cussion took place regarding the act 
passed by ths last Legislature relative 
to the depositing of public moneys in 
banking institutions. 
There wa3 a question brought up by 
Claries A. Bantel of San Francisco, 
relative to the legality of the act, but 
he seemed, to be the only one who in 
any way thought that, the new law was 
not in every respect legal and that 
the surplus cash of any county oould 
be loaned to the various county bank­ 
ing institutions without any liability 
being placed upon the treasurer so 
doing as long as he complied with 
the articles of the act. 
State Controller Nye, John KeJshaw 
of San Euis Obispo, W. H. Steffler of 
Calaveras and 
George 
Weniger of 
Solano, all spoke upon the question 
and without 
exception they stated 
that the district attorneys of their 
counties as well as the superior judges 
had all deemed the new act entirely 
legal and had so instructed them. 
They ail stated, with the exception of 
course, of Mr Nye, that they had all 
of their surplus money loaned out. 
John N. Hunt of Los Angeles stated 
that he had already placed over SI,- 
000,009 out with tbe banks and George 
Weniger 
of 
Solano, and secretary 
Murdock ot Sonoma, both stated that 
they had banked their entire funds 
with the Institutions in their respec­ 
tive counties. 
Weniger and Murdock stated that 
they did not care to have the responsi­ 
bility of handling all the county’s 
funds placed upon their hands, if 
they had to keep all the money in the 
county vaults, and that all of the 
funds belonging to their counties had 
been loaned out with the exception of 
just enough to cairy them through. 
They stated that their system ot bank­ 
ing was to put all their money out 
and call it in by 35000 lots as they 
needed it. 
Their pain was favorably 
thought of by nearly alf of the trea­ 
surers, and these two gentlemen will 
probably be called upon to explain 
what kind of security they get from 
the banks with which they do busi­ 
ness, so that the other treasurers can 
profit by their plau if they so desire.

modern 
use, the sun-dial is 
chiefly an ornament, as the ordinary 
instrument requires troublesome cal­ 
culations to show anything like true 
time, and it can be consulted only 
during hours of sunshine. The pboto- 
heliometer shown at the late soiree of 
the London Royal Society is an im ­ 
proved sun-dial giving direct time- 
readings with sufficient precision for 
regulating 
common ‘ 
clocks 
and 
watches. 
It consists essentially of a 
ball-and-socket stand for adjustments 
in latitude aDd level, an hour circle 
which can slide round to follow tbe 
apparent motion of the sun, and a 
year circle on which are engraved tbe 
months. 
Greenwich 
mean time is 
mdicated wben the hour circle is 
moved so that the spot of light com­ 
ing through an upper screen fails on 
the central line. 
The year circle is 
turned to indicate the current day 
and month, and a cam 01 curved 
plate on its under side automatically 
applies tbe necessary corrections. 
Practical joking 
with even mild 
shocks of electricity Í9 not to be com­ 
mended. 
Some workmen in a Shef­ 
field machine shop reoently connected 
a live wire to a metal door-knob, and 
requested that certain chosen fellow 
workmen open the door. 
One man 
was killed instantly. 
The current 
was not 
powerful, 
bat 
tbe post­ 
mortem showed that the victim had a 
rare and unsuspected disease known 
as lymphatism, 
which 
made 
him 
liable to sudden death from a slignt 
shook of any kind. 
Copper is stated to be so hardened 
as to take a catting edge by adding 
to it, while in a molten state, about 
two 
per cent of 
potassium ferro- 
eyanide. 
The color is not affected. 
The reason for the change is not clear, 
but it is supposed to lesult from tbe 
introduction of 
iron 
and possibly 
carbon. 
The teeth of a nation are a much 
negleoted 
asset, 
and 
tbe British 
Dental Association has been consider­ 
ing means 
for improvement 
as a 
national affair. 
Investigations have 
indicated that not more than three 
per cent of all children of school age 
have sonnd teeth. 
How great is tbe 
influence of this in retarding develop­ 
ment and producing weak and im ­ 
properly nourished 
bodies cannot 
easily be estimated, bat it is doabt- 
less true that much dyspepsia and 
illness have resulted from poor teeth, 
in tbe South African war the in­ 
ability of the soldiers to masticate 
ordinary food cansed enormous waste 
of supplies, while defective teeth ex­ 
plain tbe rejection of a very large 
part of 
army 
recruits. 
'To bring 
about a reform it seems necessary to 
make attention to the teeth of school 
pupils a public matter, and a con­ 
servative estimate is that Great Bri- 
t.ain’s outlay for this purpose should 
be at least $6,000,000 a year 
The curious thinness of some skulls 
of Egyptian mummies of the fourth 
to the nineteenth dynasties has been 
studied by Dr. G. E lliot Smith, pro­ 
fessor of anatomy at Cairo, and he 
suggests that the cause may have been 
the wearing of heavy wigs. 
It occurs 
in both male and female skulls. 
It 
is found only in mummies of wealthy 
people, and the upper classes of tbe 
period to which tbe phenomenon be­ 
longs are known to have followed the 
fashion of wearing enormous wigs. 
Interm ittent pressure, such as that of 
the water-jars carried 
by 
modern 
fellaheen women, does not seem to 
atfect the blood supply sufficiently to 
canse tbe bone atrophy. 
The special camera of Dr. J. K. 
Milne is designed to record automati­ 
cally tbe readings of the scale of any 
instrument. 
On using any apparatus 
having a scale and vernier, the ub- 
server registers a reading by simply 
pressing a bulb, which causes the 
camera to make a photograph on a 
small section of its sensitive plate, 
which is then moved along autom ati­ 
cally, and can be made *to receive 
seventy records. 
A distance 
meter for vehicles or 
ships was used by the Romans in the 
time ot Caesar, and a late German 
writer notes that Vitruvius, in a curi­ 
ous chapter ou architecture, referred 
to it as an ancient device.

necessary 
that 
the 
chariot wheel 
should have a circumference of 12% 
feet or 1-400 of a Roman mile [5,000 
feet). 
A second wheel geared to this 
one was 
driven at tbe same rate, 
showing an advance of 12% feet for 
each revolution, and at each turn of

Movement tor Better Roads, 
Condensed Knowledge 


The following circular dated June 
17, has been issued for the newspapers 
of the oounty by the department of 
agriculture, showing that a system­ 
atic eifort is being made for the 
improvement of the highways: 
Statistics recently compiled by this 
office show that there are nearly 2,­ 
500,000 miles of public roads in this 
country, only a small percentage of 
whioh are improved. 
Necessarily it 
will be many years before a large per­ 
centage of this great mileage will be 
improved, and in the meantime |i t is 
of the utmost importance that we 
make tbe best possible use of facilities 
at band. 
An expenditure of nearly 
$80,000,000 per annum is being applied 
to tbe maintenance of these roads, 
and it is safe to sav that the loss from 
improper methods is well up in the 
millions. 
There are certain principles whioh 
underlie the art of road building and 
maintenance, 
and certain 
methods 
known to many engineers and road 
bunders which are easily understood 
and as easily put into practioe. 
Un­ 
fortunately, these simple principles 
and 
methods 
are 
not universally 
known. 
The press is the only agency 
through which it is possible to reaob 
every road distriot iu the country 
and insure a general consideration ot 
tbe subject. 
1 theretore ask your 
oo-operaticn iu a great educational 
campaign to be oonducted through 
tbe columns of the newspapers in 
eaob county in the United States. 
Our plau is to send out to each 
paper once a month a plain, practioal 
article ot about 1500 words in length, 
designed to give such information as 
can easily be applied to local road 
conditions. 
We ask that you give 
this article a prominent place in your 
paper, and 
conduct iu connection 
with it a question column in which 
your 
readers 
may 
set 
forth the 
difficulties 
they 
encounter in the 
maintenance eft the roads under their 
charge. 
These questions may be for­ 
warded to this office at stated inter­ 
vals under a Iranked envelope, and 
the answers will be made as quickly 
as practicable.

at the 
earlies possible 
moment, and 1 should be glad to 
have any suggestions from you as to 
the be3t plan of co-operation between 
the government and the press in this 
educatioanl campaign.

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The No Contract System in Action. 
We have repeatedly called attention 
to tbo lact that for many years past 
no coutraot has been made by Amador 
county tor the furnishing of record 
hooks, such as deeds, mortgages and 
other reoord hooks used by the county 
officers. The amount paid for such 
books foots up iuto many hundreds 
of dollars in the course of a year— 
exceodiug by many times the total 
cost for other brauches of stationery, 
for which proposals for bids have been 
annually called, in a long-drawn out 
fist some of the absurdities of which 
were pointed out in these columns 
last week. 
The law on this subject in sec­ 
tion 23 of the county government act 
reads• 
The board of supervisors shall 
annually tlx the price at which the 
county shall bs supplied with job 
priating and blank books . . . and 
each county officer shall prooure such 
blank books . . . at a price no greater 
than is so fixed, and certify the bills 
therefor to the board of supervisors. 
'This is plain enough. And yet for 
over a decade this law has been total­ 
ly ignored with regard to blank 
books, and In a great measure with 
respect to printing also, for the rates 
have not been properly establisbed 
for more tbau ten years. 
lu other 
counties the law is beiug complied 
with, and the Ledger from its ex­ 
change list is enable tu gather the 
prices established in other counties 
for such work. 
The oompanson is 
not at all to the oredit of the county 
managers in Amador. It shows that 
the taxpayers have been called upon 
to pay far more under the loose 
system here than in counties where 
rates have been fixed in accordance 
with law. 
We have before us the 
rates established 
by Monterey county 
for instance, and with these we pre­ 
sent the prices which have been 
allowed lu Amador county for the 
same class of work, as compiled 
from the bills paid, 
and cow in 
possession ot the treasurer. 
These 
clams extend no further back than 
the present year. 
* 
The figures in the Amador column 
include the expressage to Jackson, 
which in itself amounts tu quite an 
item in the course of a year. The 
first show what Amador county has 
actually paid, the other what such 
supplies would cost In Monterey:

The list of rates establisbed in 
Monterey includes some 10 different 
kinds of record books. 
There are just as many kinds re­ 
quired in the conduct of Amador’s 
business. 
Assuming that the ratio of 
difference in price runs all through 
the list against Amador, it may be 
imagined bow tbe people of this 
couuty have lost under the law defy­ 
ing, system persisted in for so many 
years. 
We will not attempt to 
approximate tb3 total. 
We do say, 
however, that it is only a reasonable 
assumption that some undercurrent 
has been working tu prevent the strict 
compliance with the law. Uoverniug 
bodies cannot be presumed to iguore 
a plain law without a motive. Every 
bill allowed for these blauk books 
under the present no-rate system is 
illegal. 
We believe, the supervisors 
who have allowed them, the auditor 
who has audited them, and tb6 trea­ 
surer who has paid them, are each 
responsible ou official bonds for such 
payments. If we are not mistaken, 
this question was tested in Sacra­ 
mento years ago. 
Supplies were ob­ 
tained without contract or a previous 
establishment of rates, and tbe claims 
were protested. 
The protest was 
sustained by the proper official, and 
the firms furnishing the supplies got 
nothing. 
it was admitted that the 
prices were not unreasonable, but the 
law had not been complied with, and 
that was a bar to payment. 
Not that tbe couuty could be re­ 
imbursed threefold for tbe money so 
paid. 
Probably the treasurer, who 
actually paid the bills, is primarily 
responsible, although, perhaps, little 
to blame tor tne state of affairs. He, 
however, in case of being required to 
refund, would fall back upon the 
auditor, and that officer could trace 
back tbe responsibility to the super­ 
visors who allowed the bills. 


Now let us see how claims are ex­ 
amined and allowed when the same 
are supposed to be controlled by a 
contract under the lowest bid system. 
Year after year the contract for 
stationery has been let, with a long 
rigmarole of articles, a large percent 
age of which is woise than dead 
weight. Hut how do the prices allow­ 
ed compare with Ihe contract prices. 
We will take the items of the station­ 
ery bill allowed in June and compare 
the same with the prices.

column of figures shows the price 
allowed aud paid, and tbe second the 
contract price, or a blank where on 
account of the quantity ordered or 
other reasons, the item does not lull 
within tbe contract list:

Only one item in the entire list 
lines up squarely with the contract; 
that is the box of carbon paper 83. 
2 ostrich dusters are allowed for 81, 
when the oontract calls tor 60c. The 
one dozen penholders are charged at 
the highest priced article in the con­ 
tract list, namely: Hank penholders. 
The two dozen blotters, (we presume, 
tbe usual size for such articles) are 
charged 20 cents. The contract calls 
ream blotting paper 19x24, $1.75, 
which is a totally different proposi­ 
tion. Two sheets of 19x24 paper will 
cut 36 blotters of ordinary size, and 
as there are 500 sheets to a ream, this 
is at the rate of $65 per ream, instead 
of $1.75 as given in contract—a startl­ 
ing dilfeience. 
Pens are ordered by 
tbe dozen, instead of by tbe g>'oss; 
and siugle pencils instead of hy the 
dozen or gross. When the law mak­ 
ing body passed a statute that sup­ 
plies shall be “ let by contract to tbe 
lowest bidder,” it meant to accom­ 
plish something of a practical and 
economical nature. Every official 
concerned is charged with the carry­ 
ing out of the contract acoordiug to 
its spirit and letter. (t means that 
articles that are required in actual 
use, and in quantities to suit shall be 
contracted for, and the supervisors 
are elected to see that tbe law is a 
live one, not a thing to he thrust 
aside into the realm of forgetfulness 
as soou as the contract is signed. 


Looking over the printing bills we 
find about tbe same state ot affairs. 
The bills allowed do not conform to 
tbe establisbed rates, in many in­ 
stances. it is a damaging indictment 
of the county administration to say 
that notwithstanding repeated de­ 
mands for a revision of the printing 
schedule to meet existing condition^— 
that sohedule remains exactly the 
same as when adopted ten years ago. 
Indeed, it bas never been re-adopted 
in due form since that time. If you 
want to flud tbe printing rales, you 
have to turn hack to the minutes of 
the supervisors in 1897. As far as we 
know the itemized list entered in the 
minutes of that year is the only 
standard of comparison for the ¿ten 
years that have elapsed sinoe. This 
is the way the rates tor job printing 
and advertising have been annually 
establisbed in Amador county. We 
are aware that a list of printing rates 
is set forth iu the minutes of 1904, 
but this was nothing more practically 
than an arbitrary re-adoption of the 
1897 list:

Not a single item squares up with 
the “ so-called'1 establisbed rates. 
Either the quantity ordered or the 
price charged is out ot joint, and in 
every case the charge is in excess of 
the rates. 
This will be seen more 
dearly by comparing a bill Dreseuted 
to the board by the Dispatch in May 
last, and items of a similalr char­ 
acter contained in a bill presented iu 
Jnne (la3t montb) by the Ledger as 
follows:

Notice that the Dispatch was paid 
tbe same price for 230 envelopes, as 
the Ledger got for 500, the grade 
beiog in favor of the Ledger articles;

10 envelopes the Dispatch seoured $3, 
for which sum the Ledger furnished

We can hardly blame our cotempor-1 


ary for treating the schedule as obso­ 
lete. In the ten years ot shuffle of 
“ The rates for printing aud advertis­ 
ing are hereby establisbed the Eame 
as last year,” one mau'be forgiven, 
for forgettiug or ignoring a schedule 
that has been sleeping a Kip Van 
WTnkle sleep in the official records 
for such a protracted period. The 
vitality ought to have passed out of 
tbe thing years ago. 
The 
facts 
above given show that it has outlived 
its usefulness anyway. Ihe absurd­ 
ity and unfairness ot tbe tbiug is 
manifest when one printer is permited 
to ignore the schedule, and another 
considers himself hound by it, while 
tbe supervisors heed not the differ­ 
ence. 
Such is the supervision to 
which tbe people of Amador couuty 
are being treated. 
Then again, the 
very idea that a rate established ten 
years ago—even applicable at that 
ancieut date- -is equally adapted to 
the conditions of to-day, is ridicu­ 
lous. 
To show that the taxpayers 
are getting the worst of it at both 
ends, we present herewith a list of 
prices unaer the “ so-called” Amador 
schedule, and the rates established 
for the current year in other counties, 
where the supervisors try to obey 
the mandate to establish tbe rates 
annually.

We have been asked why K is íd 
this yeai ot 1907, the tax rate is kept 
around tbe $2 mark, whereas over 20 
years ago, with a far less assessment 
roll we managed to get along just as 
well with a greatly reduced tax rate. 
This is not intended for a political 
inquiry. It is not designed to com­ 
pare democratic with republican rale 
in Amador county. We simply say 
that a quaiter of a century ago, pro­ 
perty holders were not called upon to 
pay anything like the amount they 
now pay for self-government. 
In reply to this query we cau only 
say that if the fax methods set forth 
in this issue iu the allowance of 
claims pervade the whole govern­ 
mental machine, it will help to ex­ 
plain the increasing burdens of tbe 
taxpayers. 
What private business 
would stand up under tbe stress aud 
stiaiu herein indicated. 
We have 
merely skipped over a few instances, 
there are plenty more that might be 
looked up. 
It is about time there 
was a general shaking up iu tbe in­ 
terest ot good government, ft ever a 
tborougb examination 
of county 
affairs was needed, with a view of in­ 
quiring into the illegal payment ot 
money, and compelling the repay­ 
ment of funds improperly drawn or 
overcharges, it is now. 
Slipshod 
methods ought uot to be tolerated any 
longer. What sort of a reputation are 
we makiDg to invite a share of the 
homeseekers, who are pounug into 
the state by thousands. 
We must 
mend our ways, or they will continue 
to pass us by. 
We will continué to 
ventilate this subject iu future issues.

“ THE CLAN.SPRECKELS.’’ 
Several of our well-meaning but 
misinformed contemporaries assume 
to place tbo Sprenkols family in the 
role ot public benefactors. If history 
counts for auythmg the Spreckels 
family, colleotively and individually, 
never did any thing pro bono publico. 
The annals of the family discount 
the supposition that Rudolph Spreck­ 
els lias any other aim iu view at this 
time than 
the absorption of the 
franchises ot the San Francisco street 
railways. 
Hark back twenty years. Tbe Uave- 
meyer sugar trust acquired a sugar 
refinery in San Francisco—the Ameri­ 
can—which Claus Spreckels, father of 
Rudolph, contemptuously called a 
“ laundry.” Spreckels met this in­ 
vasion of his preserves west of the 
Missouri River by a counter-invasion 
of the Havermayer territory. 
He 
built a splendid retiuery at Philade- 
phia, all pro bono publico. 
A few 
months later the sugar trait had that 
reliuery; Claus Spreckles, if report be 
true, was several million dollars 
richer; aud tbe territory west of the 
Missouri River was safely “ Spreckles” 
in a sugar sense. 
A few yeurs later. Spreckels and 
his sons built a railroad, the Sau 
Francisco & San Joaquin Valley. 
Scores of merchants in San Francisco 
subscribed for stock. 
At that time 
tlie San Joaquin valley was suffering 
from high freight rates and every 
form of monopolistio railroad domina­ 
tion. Mr Spreckels was the “ savior 
of the people.” Rights of way, depot 
sites, stuck subscriptions, everything 
else, wore easy. The Santa Fe system 
now includes the San Francisco & San 
Joaquin Valley road from San Fran­ 
cisco to Bakersfleld. There is no re­ 
cord that the Spreckels family lost 
anything íd the transaction. 
'lheu the Spreckels family became 
interested in the Sun Francisco gas 
situation. The Muuicioal Gas Com­ 
pany wns organized, pro bono publico, 
of course. Agaiu there is no record 
that the Spreckels iamily lost in this 
transaction. 
The history of the Oceanic Steam­ 
ship Company supplies another evi­ 
dence that the Claus Spreckels does 
not cultivate disinterestedness in its 
alleged public and patriotic move 
ments. The sugary name of Spreck­ 
els attracted large sums of money, 
outside of the Spreckels treasury, for 
the purchase of Oceanic stock. The 
steamship company gave iu return 
some beautifully engraved certificates 
Those certificates at one possessed a 
certain value iu markets ot the world. 
By some process the stock gradualiv 
depreciated in value. 
Assessments 
were called. 
Ihe business of tbe 
steamship company continued to de­ 
cline aud the steamers discontinued 
the Australian run. 
A prevalent 
opinion is that tbe depreciation of 
stock aud decline of business was one 
of those careiuliy planned strategies 
by which the man with the longest 
purse eventually must win. 
We are reminded that Mr. Claus 
Spreckels in former days when sugar 
planting and sugar making were his 
particular hobbies claimed that bis 
sou, Rudolph, in conspiracy with an 
other son, August, held the old man 
up for half a million dollars. For 
this Claus Spreckels denounced his 
sous and refused to pardon them un 
til old age and a sudden burst of 
patriotism 
induced him to join 
Rudolph in their plans to establish a 
rival street railway system in Sau 
Francisco by a scheme of co-operation 
with the labor unions and the district 
attorney’s office to discredit the 
United Railroads and possibly to con­ 
fiscate its franchises. 
It is recalled too, that when Ru­ 
dolph Spreckels viewed with jealous 
eyes the large amounts of money that 
were fattening Thomas H. William’s 
bank acoount form the race track at 
Emeryville, he became prominent in 
the organization of a rival track. 
Once more let it be remembered 
that Mr Rudolph Spreckels, who is 
one of the heaviest realty owners in 
Sau F.aneisoo aud, as Mr Heney tells 
us, pays 83,500 a month taxes on his 
realty, was among the first to take 
advantage of the earthquake and Are 
of April, 1906, by rising his rents 
enormously, and thereby greatly in­ 
creasing the cost of living for the 
wage earner whose champign he now 
pretends to be. 
We are reminded also that Mr Ru­ 
dolph Spreckels was tne sole person 
in San Francisco to raise a voice in 
dissatistaction at tbe settlement by 
arbitration ot tbe last street car strike 
previous to the one which bas now 
been pulverized by Mr Calhoun’s firm 
attitude. It apparently did not suit 
Mr Spreckels’s book for the Carmen’s 
Union and the United Railroads to be 
at peace. 
It is a safe gamble that whenever 
the Spreckels family, individually 
aud collectively, works pío bono 
publico, it will be two for tbe SprecK- 
els contingent and one for the other 
fellow, somehow, every time.—Los 
Augeles Graphic.

The pionio in honor of Italian in­ 
dependence—which is usually held on 
the first Sunday in Juno, but was

to programme. The day was every­ 
thing that could be desired, just an 
ideal day fur an outing. The attend­ 
ance was large; many thought it was 
fully up to the average of reoeut 
years, 
notwithstanding 
that the 
change of date, in the opinion ot 
some, might have worked prejudicial­ 
ly. 
it was roughly estimated that 
from 1200 to 1500 were on the grounds 
during the festivities. 
The procession arrived on the 
grounds -the Fullen grove, just be­ 
yond Martell station—about nine 
o’clock, accompanied by the Sutter 
brass band, all under the marsbalship 
of G. Peterlin, with M. Santo as aid. 
Reaching the grand stand, Wm. 
Tam, as president ot the day, made a 
short address of welcome. 
Atter 
music by the band, J. Fugazi of San 
Francisco, was introduced as the 
orator in Italian. He was attentively 
listened to by those conversant with 
that language. 
W. G. Snyder then 
addressed the assembly in English, 
making a terse and appropriate 
speech. 
At the close of his address an inter­ 
ruption took place, not un the pro­ 
gram, which tended to throw a 
damper upon the day’s pleasure. 
Chas DeMolli, the socialist agitator, 
with the badge of his creed in the 
shape of a red necktie, was there, 
with from ton to fifteen of his 
followers, all wearing the same crim­ 
son culored insignia. 
As soon as the 
regular speaking was concluded De- 
Moili jumped on the platform, with­ 
out asking permission of any one, and 
commenced a wild 
harangue in 
Italian. 
He was muob excited, and 
started otf with denouncing the pre­ 
vious speakers as belonging to or sid­ 
ing wilh the capitalist class; that not 
a word had been said for the poor 
down-trodden men who risked their 
lives in the mines. 
As soon as the drift of his talk was 
understood, there was a commotion, 
Fugazi told him in a mild way that 
the exercises were through. 
Others 
spoke up, telling him be had no right 
to interfere. 
In the confusion, ho 
appealed to the chairman, W. Tam, 
for permission to address the crowd. 
The presiding officer, however, would 
have none of it, and told him bluntly 
that he must not talk, at the same 
time instiucting the band to play the 
closing piece. This ended the social­ 
ist interruption at that time. 
De- 
Moili stated that ha bad traveled 157 
miles purposely to address them. The 
injection of his crazy-quilt creed into 
the proceedings angered all the pro­ 
moters of the picnic, and the resent­ 
ment continued throughout the day. 
The socialists were not satisfied 
with this first rebuff. They withdrew 
from the platform, and a bunch of 
them gathered in troot of the bar 
where liquors were being dispensed. 
After a brief consultation among 
themselves, a drygoods box was pro­ 
cured, and placed under the shade of 
the canvas. 
DeMolli mounted this 
and again started to tongue lash the 
orowd. He did not get far, however, 
the opposition was intensified by this- 
second attempt to disturb the har­ 
mony ot the day. 
He was requested 
to desist in lauguage that could not 
be mistaken. 
A smalt riot seemed 
imminent for a while. 
Finally A. 
Ginocubio stepped up to the agitator 
and told him to^juit.. 
He thereupon 
gave up the notion of talking at that 
time, but stated be would address 
them in the evening. 
No effort was made to arrest the 
disturber. A. Laverone was the only 
peace officer on the ground at the 
time. It was not in bis township and 
nothing was done beyond informing 
him that be had better change his 
taotics. 
The amusement program in the 
afternoon consisted of dancing on 
the spacious platform, a baseball 
game between the Jackson athletic 
club team and the Volcano nine, 
and the blue rock shooting, for 
several prizes. 
The spectators and 
patrons were fairly divided between 
these attractions. 
The baseball game 
resutled in a viotory for Jackson 
with a score ot 11 to 14. L'he number 
of the runs made indicated indiffer­ 
ent playing.

Code Commissionership. 
Judge Davis, who has held over as 
Code Commissioner since last May, 
is to prepare the new index of the 
laws from 1850 to 1907, and praotical- 
ly to Unisb up the important work of 
the commission beforo the winter. 
He is also to make a report of sugges­ 
tions as to reforms in procedure, pro­ 
bably in the line of avoiding the 
present interminable delays of legis­ 
lation. The following correspondence 
between Governor Gillett and Judge 
Davis shows the scope of the work 
outlined. 
June 24, 1907.—Hon. 
John F. 
Davis, Code Commissioner. My Dear 
Judge: —Referring to our conversation 
in which you stated that you could 
not give the time in attendance as 
Code Commissioner upon another 
session of the Legislature demanded 
under the provisions ot the statute, 
but were teady to finish whatever 
other work of the commission 1 might 
indicate, 1 would like to have you 
prepare the index to the laws from 
185U to 1907, inclusive, prepare a 
codification of the present laws con­ 
cerning the government of municipal 
corporations, and make a report of 
such reforms of civil and criminal 
procedure geuerally as you may ad­ 
vise, togother with a suggestion of 
the best methods of attaining the 
same. 
1 would like to have you take 
as much time as you need to accom­ 
plish this important work, and, if 
necessary, am willing to reappoint 
you for that purpose.

Applicants for Naturalization. 
On Saturday last the flrst hearing 
took place In this county under the 
new naturalization 
laws, in the 
superior oourt. 
Frank Duryea, a 
deputy .district attorney of the United 
States conrt, was present, and con­ 
ducted the examination. 
There were 
eight applicants posted,jbut of these 
only three appeared. 
Those examined were Andre Com­ 
atti, Joseph lsola and M. Faocchiano, 
all natives of Italy. 
They were all 
put through a searching examination 
tonohing their educational qualifica­ 
tions, their devotion to the republican 
form of government. 
They were 
closely questioned as to whether they 
belonged to any anarchistic society. 
The federal official had evidently 
been posted about the red flag ad­ 
herents, and their headquarters, and 
many inquiries were directed In this 
channel. 
Not only the applicants but like­ 
wise the witnesses were put through a 
rigid examination. 
Of the three examined, two were 
admitted to citizenship, lsola and 
Fucchiano, and the case of Andrea 
Gomatti, of Jaokson, was deferred for 
further heariug until September 14, 
to which date also the hearing ot the 
other applications was also postpon­ 
ed, namely, Giovanni Cuneo and 
Carlo Botto of JacksoD, August 
Borello of Sutter Creek, Luigi Veglia 
of Drytowu, aud Gaetano Valvo of 
Jackson. 
While the questioning was of a far 
more thorough character than that 
under the old law, still it was not aa 
severe as many thought it would be. 
it was fair and just both from the 
standpoint of the applicant ¡and the 
interests of the government. Never­ 
theless, it will doubtless have a 
tendency to discourage aliens from 
applying for flnal papers until they 
have become well posted in regard to 
tbe principles of this government, 
and have acquired tbe requisite know­ 
ledge of tbe English language.

I repeat­ 
ed the line a thousand times, stressing 
tirst one w ord and then another, using 
this Inflection and that, and getting 
into It every grade and shade of m ean­ 
ing. 
W ith w hat result? 
So fa r as I 
could learn afterw ard, I did not speak 
It a t all on the opening night. 
The 
leader of the orchestra w as the first 
person I broached on the subject. 
“How did I speak my line?” I asked 
him after the play, longing for the 
encouragem ent none had vouchsafed 
to volunteer. 
“I didn’t hear you say anything a t 
all,” w as his disheartening rejoinder. 
And neither did any one else whom I 
could discover.—H enry Miller in Bohe­ 
mian. 


AX IN TREASON TRIALS. 


8t«arp Edge Turned Tow ard Prisoner 
W hen Sentence Is Pronounced. 
Every one is aw are of the dreadfully 
significant part the executioner’s ax 
plays In a trial for high treason. The 
sharp sym bol of death is carried be­ 
fore the prisoner, w ith its blunt side 
turned tow ard him so long as he has 
not been sentenced, says M acm illan’s 
M agazine, and ju st before sentence Is 
pronounced the sharp edge Is turned 
his w ay. 
Evelyn, who w as present a t the trial 
of Lord Stafford in 1089, tells us th at 
the ax w as turned edgew ays to the un­ 
fortunate noblem an so soon as It w as 
ascertained th a t the voting of the 
peers w ent against him , an effective 
but ghastly piece of stage m anagem ent 
which m ust have had a sickening fas­ 
cination for the unhappy and probably 
innocent man. 
In those days, now 
happily gone by, no one seems to have 
reflected on the unnecessary cruelty of 
harrow ing the feelings of men about to 
die' by such shocking judicial byplay. 
Not every prisoner treated this pure­ 
ly symbolic but otherw ise superfluous 
and unpleasant cerem ony as contem p­ 
tuously as did Lord Balm erino. W hen 
the three coaches conveyed the Lords 
K ilm arnock, Balm erino and Crom artie 
from the Tow er to be sentenced a t 
W estm inster on July 28, 1746, a diffi­ 
culty arose. It w as no t laid down by 
prescription or use In w hich coach, if 
there w ere more th an one, the fatal ax 
had to be carried. 
“Oh, pu t the ----- 
thing in here,” cried brave old Bal­ 
merino. 
“I don’t care.” 
Yet, notw ithstanding his contem pt 
for this horrid symbol, the undaunted 
old m an cheerfully suffered death for 
his attachm ent to another symbol, the 
w hite cockade. B ut Lord Kilm arnock, 
in the next coach, w as dreadfully 
frightened, as he showed him self to be, 
by his thorough realization of w h at 
the aw ful ax w ould m ean to him. H e 
Inquired m inutely Into all the details 
of an execution, w anted the governor 
of the Tow er to tell him w hether his 
head w ould roll or rebound, and w hen 
on the scaffold he saw the executioner 
dressed In w hite, w ith a w hite apron, 
he w hispered to his chaplain, “Home, 
how horrible!”

There Is, in these alert days of com­ 
petition, of quick opening and closing 
of places w here bread m ay be earned 
and a path in w hich to go forw ard 
secured, no tim e for doing anything 
th a t one can’t or th a t Is of no mom ent 
w hen accomplished.

tain ty th a t never half thq harm has 
come from a firm and dignified refusal 
to enter upon or to continue in a pur­ 
su it not fitted to one as from engaging 
In such pursuits. W hat loss the w orld 
would have sustained had H andel con­ 
sented to become a law yer, T urner to 
rem ain a barber, Claude Lorraine a 
pastry cook, Schiller a surgeon, Pascal 
a teacher of dead languages, as w as 
Intended by relatives.

the loss to these men them selves would 
have been fa r greater. 
D oubtless thousands of crim es which 
have ruined an Incalculable num ber of 
lives could be traced to m istaken occu­ 
pations. Joy and delight in one’s work 
m ean progress, and progress and its 
result and satisfaction m ean a nobler 
life than stagnation and partial or en­ 
tire failure could fashion. 
Doing the 
thing one can is w orking for m orality 
and tow ard 
perfection on all 
the 
planes of life, physical, m ental, spir­ 
itual.—Lida A. Churchill In the Deline­ 
ator. 


A Curious Church. 
The m ost singular church In the 
w orld Is probably St. John’s, a t Davos 
Platz, In Sw itzerland. Davos Platz is 
over 5,000 feet above sea level and is 
fam ous as a w inter resort for con­ 
sum ptives on account o f its g reat pu­ 
rity of air and protection from high 
winds. 
St. John's church is a very 
sm all building, b u t nevertheless it has 
tw o steeples.

They 
have even learned by practice to con­ 
trol the consum ption of the air supply 
in their lungs. The usual tim e for a 
hippopotam us to rem ain below w ater 
is five m inutes. 
The pearl fisher can 
rem ain below tw o and a half minutes. 
In a tank a diver has rem ained under 
w ater for four m inutes. B ut tem pera­ 
ture m arks the lim its of m an’s am phib­ 
ious habits.—London Spectator.

Art In Which the English Claim 


to Be Supreme. 


SNEER 
AT OTHER 
NATIONS. 


WORK OF THE LUNGS. 
FRENCH RED TAPE. 


Germany, France and America, S a y the 
Britons, Cannot Compare W ith Them 
In Good Form at Meals— Use of the 
Knife, Fork, Spoon and Napkin. 


L et It be adm itted th a t our arm y is 
a failure, has never won a victory and 
never will; adm itted th a t our navy 
would have difficulty In sweeping six 
combined great pow ers off the sea; ad­ 
m itted th a t we cannot act up to the 
French standard or trade up to the 
G erm an o r hustle up to the American 
or cheat up to the Greek. B ut we cher­ 
ish our little pride and prejudice. The 
Englishm an regards him self and Is 
generally regarded as the best dressed 
m an in the world. 
H e also plumes- 
him self on having the best table m an­ 
ners. To the Frenchm au m ay be con­ 
ceded the suprem acy in the prepara­ 
tion of food, w hile the production of 
it owing to the decay of our agricul­ 
ture m ay be left to such outlying 
places as Siberia and Chicago. 
B ut w hen It comes to the eating of ¡ 
food the E nglishm an asserts his suprem ­ 
acy, for If the highest a rt be to con­ 
ceal a rt the highest etiquette of eating 
should be the trium phant pretense th a t 
one is not eating a t all. 
And here the 
Englishm an w ins. 
H e can eat Ills 
way through a seven course meal 
quite unobtrusively. 
I t w as not al­ 
w ays so. 
Lord Chesterfield, as I have been re­ 
minded by Mr. Philip W ellby’s edition 
of the “Advice to H is Son,” sketches 
the aw kw ard m an who “holds his 
knife, fork and spoon differently from 
other people, eats w ith his knife to the 
great danger of his mouth, picks his 
teeth w ith his fork and puts his spoon, 
which has been in bis throat tw enty 
tim es, Into th e dishes again. If he is to 
carve, he never hits the joint, but In 
his vain efforts to cut through the bone 
scatters the sauce in everybody's face. 
H e generally daubs him self w ith soup 
and grease, though his napkin is com­ 
monly stuck through a buttonhole.” 
T hat napkin is a test of table m an­ 
ners, and the nice conduct of the nap­ 
kin caught the attention recently of the 
G erm an emperor, who saw one of his 
guests tucking the napkin under a 
chin. 
“Do you w an t to be shaved?” 
w as the im perial question. England’s 
suprem acy—in the m atter of soup—lies 
in the spoon. An Englishm an Is taught 
to take soup from the side of the spoon. 
And he Is the only m an on earth who 
em erges froru soup w ith the w hite shirt 
front of a blam eless dinner and w ith­ 
out the aid of a tucked napkin. He 
lays the napkin across his knees and 
uses It w hen necessary w ithout osten­ 
tation. 
T hat discreet conduct of the knife Is 
the Englishm an’s pride and prejudice 
a t table. There is no nation which (in 
Its upper m iddle classes) reaches the 
English standard of th e nice conduct 
of the knife, though we are assured 
th a t 
in 
the highest 
circles—among 
am eers, shahs, sultans, dukes and mil­ 
lionaires—there is a beautiful uniform ­ 
ity of deportm ent. Our Insular instinct 
Is to m ake the knife as Inconspicuous 
as possible, for there Is some sugges­ 
tion of brutality in the slicing of bits 
of corpses th a t are doomed to keep our 
vile bodies alive. 
No such feeling restrains the Ger­ 
m an eater, and the F rench diner is 
scarcely less sensitive. 
The G erm an 
who feeds In the average restau ran t 
will shovel his food into his m outh 
w ith the blade of his knife and tfhen 
In a difficulty will cram it down w ith 
the handle, nor has he the least scru­ 
ple about depositing the rejected resi­ 
due upon the floor. 
M oreover, w ith 
tho continental eater the knife enters 
Into conversation, i t Is retained In the 
gesticulating hand, it Is raised Implor­ 
ingly to the ceiling, and—heaven!—it is 
brought Into strange circles of argu­ 
ment. 
It is used to point the conclu­ 
sion a t the very b reast of the fellow 
diner. 
W hen you see a m an w aving his 
knife a t table, you m ay be sure he is 
an alien. 
“W e w ear no sw ords here,” 
as Sir Lucius O’T rigger says, nor do 
we argue w ith knives a t table. 
The English knife, w ith all Its blood­ 
thirsty suggestions, is reduced to the 
low est and least obtrusive office. 
I t Is 
not even dug into the saltcellar, for 
E ngland has reached the delicacy of 
salt spoons, and only in a Soho res­ 
ta u ra n t will she give you the real savor 
of the continent by providing saltcel­ 
lars w ithout spoons. 
You shove your 
knife into the salt and dream of Paris, 
Bohemia, the gypsy life in w hich “you 
dip your fingers in the pot.” 
England has suppressed the knife at 
table. The Englishm an does not use it 
for argum ent or menace or persuasion 
or even for the taking of salt. H is table 
m anners enjoin th at the knife shall 
never be raised. 
The properly con­ 
ducted knife a t table never reaches 
forty-five degrees above the horizontal. 
U nfortunately the A m erican goes a 
little too fa r In the desire to avoid the 
obtrusive use of the knife and takes 
refuge in obtrusive concealment. Many 
Am ericans will slice their m eat w ith 
the knife, lay the knife by the side of 
the plate and put the pieces Into the 
m outh w ith the fork held in the right 
hand. 
Now, this Is Injustice to tho 
knife, w hich has its modest function.— 
London Chronicle.

proach of the enemy, run at great 
speed to his m aster’s ten t and w ith his 
teeth grab the sleeping m onarch and 
shake him until he sprang into the sad­ 
dle and galloped tow ard the enemy. 
Also th a t the g reat Caliph Haroun- 
a)-Raschid in tho eighth century in 
m arching tow ard the forces of Queen 
Irene of C onstantinople alw ays had 
a num ber of trained A rabian horses 
(direct 
descendants 
of 
the 
famous 
horses owned by Iahmael 4,000 years 
ago) throw n forw ard as scouts, which 
from tim e to time returned to camp 
and by a peculiar whinny and neigh 
reported the proxim ity of the enemy. 
Again, he relates the experiences of 
the Portuguese explorer, Albuquerque, 
who lived for many years in the six­ 
teenth century on the island of f i t 
Helena, w here he and the natives 
tau g h t the herds of wild horses there 
not only to dig potatoes, but to husk 
corn, and these horses descended from 
a herd taken there from Cappadocia 
lu the second century, as related by 
the Greek historian, Phllistorglus. 
But, to come down to the present 
day. It is related by a retired New 
England clergym an whose sands of 
life had nearly run out th a t one day on 
leading his horse down through a lane 
to a brook for a drink the anim al sud­ 
denly halted and, turning its bead 
around, grabbed up w ith its teeth one 
of its hind shoes w hich had ju st drop­ 
ped off, and, holding It In Its mouth 
with the nails dangling. It backed up 
against a stone wall and clapped it on 
to its hoof and w ith a few violent 
kicks nailed it on agnin.

W h at H as Happened W hen an Athlate 
_ Gets “Winded.” 
The football m atch is stopped. “M an ¡ 
hurt,” “Take tim e off”—these are the . 
expressions to be beard w hen a player 
is “w inded.” 
B ut why bus he col­ 
lapsed? 
W hy Is he gasping for air? 
A few facts concerning the lungs will 
explain m atters. 
I 
You have 200 cubic inches of air in 
your chest, and you only breathe out 
a t each expiration about tw enty to 
th irty of these. 
T ry as bard as you 
can, you are unable to breath out all 
the air. It would be bad for you If you 
could, for your lungs are in a kind of 
bag. 
Prick this, and the lungs col­ 
lapse. 
The footballer has bad too much air 
knocked out of him. 
No w onder he 
gasps, for the atm osphere is pressing 
on his chest a t the rate of fifteen 
pounds to the square inch. 
H e has 
lost some of the air inside w hich 
should press against the pressure out­ 
side. 
W hat about the w ork of the lungs? 
Suppose the w ord “laundry” Is used 
instead. 
T hat is Just the idea. 
The 
im pure blood travels to the lungs quite 
dark red in color. 
The reason Is th at 
it contains m uch carbonic acid gas. 
Try breathing through a tube into 
some lim ew ater. 
Notice the clean w a­ 
te r becomes milky. 
This gas is con­ 
tinually passing from the blood into 
the lungs. 
You have to breathe six or eight 
lim es before the a ir reaches the bottom 
of the lungs. 
The first breath only 
gets to your collar stud. 
The oxygen 
you have Inspired meets some carbonic 
acid gas, and they change places. 
Down the oxygen goes till it meets 
the air cells. 
Im agine a prison cell 
w ith a tran sp aren t door. 
The blood, 
as it were, can see th e oxygen. B ight 
through the skin wall the oxygen 
passes. 
The carbonic acid gas also 
passes out Into th e lungs to be ex­ 
pired. 
• 
W hat is the blood taking aw ay? 
Your blood is full of sm all live bodies 
—corpuscles—and these will take as 
much oxygen as you can give them. 
The blood is so happy w hen It obtains 
some of this gas th a t It changes its 
color from dark to light red. Away It 
goes round the body and in a m inute 
or tw o comes back to the lungs w ith 
a fresh cargo of im pure gas. 
In one day you breathe out 15,000 
cubic Inches of this im pure gas. W eigh 
it. and there are six ounces of solid 
carbon. There Is enough m aterial for 
a dozen lead pencils. P u t this fact In 
another way. 
You will breathe out In one year 137 
pounds of solid m atter, perhaps as 
m uch as you weigh. 
“W here does it all go?” you ask. 
W hat about the trees and shrubs? 
They are principally m ade of carbon. 
Perhaps a tree contains some parts of 
w hat w as once man. 
A microscope will sliow you boles on 
the under side of a leaf. At certain 
tim es of the day this breathed out gas 
from hum an beings enters and passes 
Into the interior of the leaf. 
Now, a leaf Is green because It con­ 
tains millions of chlorophyl bodies. 
These take the carbonic acid gas— 
eat, if you will, the carbon—and set 
the oxygen free to be rebreathed by 
man.—P earson’s W eekly. 


A Professor, H is Lobsters and 8ome 
C asks of Sea Water. 
Last year a professor In one of the 
Paris universities resolved to study the 
habits of lobsters in his laboratory. As 
they live in salt water, the first care 
of the professor was, of course, to pro­ 
cure a supply of this medium. 
The' 
common mortal will probably consider 
it a most simple task—to provide a few 
barrels of sea water. 
This, however, 
is not so in France. 
Sea water con­ 
tains salt, and the production of salt is 
a source of revenue. 
This made It 
necessary for the professor to first ob­ 
tain the permission of the minister of 
finance before he could travel and 
transport the water. 
When his appli­ 
cation reached the ministry, a sub­ 
ordinate official w as directed to inquire 
into (be standing of the petitioner. 
This involved considerable correspond­ 
ence, which passed through numerous 
channels and finally reached the chief 
of the department, who now initiated 
another investigation in order to as­ 
certain 
why 
a 
Parisian 
professor 
should be so anxious to lower the 
level of the Atlantic ocean. 
After sev­ 
eral weeks the inspector made favor­ 
able report. 
Some days later the peti­ 
tioner was notified of the favorable 
consideration of his request in the 
usual elaborate official language, ac­ 
companied by circulars giving extracts 
from the penal code relative to in­ 
fringements of the salt monopoly. 
Finally, after months of waiting, the 
professor w as enabled to have some 
casks filled with salt water at a des­ 
ignated point on 
the 
seashore, of 
course under the supervision of anoth­ 
er official, who duly Issued a permit 
for the transportation of the liquid Into 
the Interior.

If a man were content to shave him­ 
self with a razor having a hard rubber 
handle, as indeed most men are, he 
could buy one with a blade of very ex­ 
cellent quality for a dollar, but there 
are razors far more expensive than 
this. 
Thus there are sold razors with han­ 
dles of 18 carat gold and of plain 
smooth finish that bring $50 each. 
A 
pair of such razors in a plain silver 
box can be bought for a hundred dol­ 
lars. 
But $50 Is not the lim it of what one 
may pay for a gold handled razor. 
If 
the handle were elaborately chased its 
cost might mount up to tw ice that, or 
$200 for a pair. 
Tnere are also sold, among those 
more expensive, silver handled razors 
which range in price from $6.50 to 
$30 each, $6.50 being the price for one 
with a plain sliver handle, while those 
more costly have their handles more or 
less elaborately chased or carved. 
A man who dj^l not altogether like a 
hard rubber handled razor might find 
his fancy suited with one having a 
handle of Ivory, and an Ivory handled 
razor need not necessarily be expen­ 
sive. A razor with a plain ivory han­ 
dle can be bought for $2. 
Of course 
any carving would add to the cost. 
Costly razors are usually sold for 
gifts.—New York Sun.
